:he link that will connect Salem and 
Youngstown by a paved highway. To 
emphasize its moral support in the 
jndertaking and to urge the trustees 
to action. President L*. P. Metzger of 
• . Chamber was instructed by mo­ 
rn to name a committee to bear 
such resolutions to the Perry town­ 
ship 
trustees.

The township trustees need little 
urging, 'however- 
All three members 
of the board are good roads boosters

proviso to this determination is that 
the township shall have the neces­ 
sary funds to proceed. 
It is propos­ 
ed to pave with macadam a strip of 
over a mile on the Goshen road to 
connect with Improvements made in 
Mahoning 
county, 
completing 
the 
paving from the corporation line to 
the township and county line, as well 
as a strip of about the same length 
from the end of the pavement to the 
township and county line on Garfield 
avenue, or the Canfield road, as it is 
known. 
It is estimated both strips 
can be paved for about $20,(XX» 
While no figures were at hand, it is 
believed the township treasury can 
stand such a drain. 
Whether the 
county road bond issue of $350,000 
will impose a tax on the township

Stepping stones are provided to keep 
the water clean, as well as tioard pro­ 
tection to prevent the banks from 
crumbling. Basins are dug for water 
ing bor.-a.-s. trough- are provided only 
in case of uecesslty and are then prop­ 
ped on posts and filled by means of 
pumps. Fipes may be driven if w;,ter 
lies at a reasonable depth—in other 
words, Dot more than twenty feet 
De­ 
pending upon their size, these pipe* will 
deliver from four to twenty-two gal­ 
lons of water p-n- minute. 
If water lie« very near the surface a 
hole is dug and a cask, the bottom of 
which has been knocked out. la placed 
m tbe bole to form a basin. If tbe wa­ 
ter in-.« at * greater depth tbe basin 
may be form'd of box sections driven
